FIRES PROMPTLY EXTINGUISHED. 

The fires which followed the earthquake in this city were prompt- 
ly extinguished, but while they lasted they added greatly to the ter- 
ror of the people. 

TOWNS DAMAGED OR DESTROYED. 

As all the telegraph and telephone lines were more or less dam- 
aged, the exact situation throughout the country is not yet known, 
but advices have been received that the towns of Virlage and Casa 
Blanca were entirely destroyed, and that San Felipe, Rancagua, 
Melipilla and Llaillai were severely damaged. : 5

Greek Outrages the Topic of Monster 

Meeting at Which Important Step 

Taken.

PHILLIPPOPOLIS (Bulgaria) Ausg. 
19.—A» monster meeting of 20,000 in- 
habitants of this city and surround- 
ing districts, and which also was at- 
tended by 1900 delegates from Macedo- 
nian associations in all parts of Bul- 
garia, today adopted resolutions pro- 
testing against Greek outrages an 
urging the government and the na- 
tion to use all means to secure a strict 
enforcement of article 23 of the treaty 
of Berlin; to break off diplomatic 
negotiations with Greece, to meet the 
Greek outrages with all the reprisals 
permitted by international law and 
to affirm the inadequacy of the Mer- 
steg programme, which provides for 
the maintenance of status quo in the 
Balkans. 

The meeting further recorded an 
expression of regret for the acts of 
intolerance by Bulgarians on Greek 
provocation. 

The meeting was orderly, and. at its 
conclusion those present formed into 
an imposing procession and left copies 
of the resolutions at the Russian, 
French and British consulates.

19.— The second annual meeting of the 
Niagara movement came to a close 
today with religious exercises and a 
sermon by Rev. G. F. Miller.

_ “In detail our demands are ciear and 
unequivocal. First we want manhood 
suffrage, and we want it now, hence- 
forth and forever.

Sepa- 
ration in railway and street cars, based 
simply on race and color, is un-Amer- 
iean, undemocratic and silly. 

“Third, we claim the right of free 
men to walk, talk and be with them 
that wish to be with us

against capitalist as well as laborer; 
against white as well as against black. 
We want Congress to take charge of 
Congression! elections. We want the 
fourteenth amendment carried out to 
the letter, and every State disfran- 
chised in Congress which attempts to 
disfranchise its rightful voters.

Then a bapd of men whose 
hands were free from labor- union 
shackles proceeded to unload the 
steamer and transfer the lumber to the 
flat cars. The whole affair must have 
been to San Pedro an object lesson 
very much like that which Columbus is 
said to have given the wise men of 
Spain when he showed them how to 
make an egg stand on end. 

_Now the whole question is fairly be- 
fore San Pedro. It rests with the peo- 
ple of that town whether its business 
shall go on and they shall prosper, or 
whether a blight like death shali fall 
upon the town in spite of the magnifi- 
cent harbor just built by the Federal 
| government at an outlay of millions of 
dollars. San Pedro’s opportunities be- 
cause of this great harbor, are un- 
speakable, but she cannot avail her- 
self of these opportunities so long as 
labor-union bosses dominate the city. 
Fortunately for Los Angeles and all 
Southern California, magnificent as the 
new harbor is, and great as its ad- 
vantages might be and should be to the 
whole great Southwest, we are not de- 
pendent on the city of San Pedro or 
even upon its magnificent facilities for 
shipping business. Right across a nar- 
wow slough the people of Long Beach 
have shown that they are made of 
sterner stuff than those who permit 
Boss Craig and his gang to ruie the 


there is a very convenient harbor at 
Redondo, and still farther up there is 
the great Southern Pacific wharf at 
Santa Monica. A hundred miles south 
we have San Diego, with all its possi- 
bilities for shipping. It is much more 
convenient to have this business done 
in San Pedro harbor because of the 
great facilities provided there at 
enormous expense by the government; 
but if the people of San Pedro have 
not the courage or the sense to avail 
themselves of these great opportunities, 
Southern California can get along. It 
is not a question for the rest of us to 
grapple with or trouble our minds 
‘about. 


IVIDING OUR PROSPERITY. 


When the Dingley Tariff Bill was 
before Congress, the celebrated Demo- 
cratic orator from Gotham, Mr. Bourke 
Cockran, in one of his eloquent 
speeches, said the Republican advo- 
cates of the Dingley bill were plead- 
ing for the workingmen tf America; 
that he stood upon a broader platform 
and would plead for the workingmen 
of the world. We should not be self- 
ish, Mr. Cockran said; we should think 
of the toiling millions beyond the seas 
quite as earnestly as we think upon 
those of our own soil.

It was a 
practical confession that the protective 
tariff would prove best for the Ameri- 
ean workingman. Mr. Cockran is 
credited with being a fair-minded citi- 
zen. If he were interviewed today he 
would undoubtedly acknowledge that 
the working of the Dingley tariff law 
had been very largely responsible for 
the great prosperity whose multitu- 
dinous blessings have been enjoyed by 
almost every one of the 85,000,000 of 
human beings in America. But he 
might still cling, to his own position 
that we should not narrow our con- 
siderations down within the confines of 
the United States, but look beyond 
them and embrace the great brother- 
hood of mankind. Let us see. 

If you will place before you a table 
showing the immigration from foreign 
lands into the United States year by 
year, Mr. Cockran’s plea for the inter- 
ests of the workingmen of the world 
might seem to be in advocacy of the 
Dingley tariff law.

It was only after the war 
that the protective principle was put 
into practice to a degree which would 
afford valid ground on which to get a 
just view of its effects.

In 1902 it went way past 
the half million mark, and as the Ding- 
ley tariff act has added more and more 
year by year to the volume of Amert- 
can prosperity, the volume of imm!- 
gration into the United States has 
steadily risen until last year it passed 
the million mark, and for the fiscal 
year ended June 30, 1906, it again 
passed the million mark. 

Now these 5,343,084 immigrants who 
came into the United States in seven 
years from 1900 to 1906 were not the 
only millions who were benefited by 
the operation of the Dingley act. These 
were for the most part adults whose 
saved earnings were divided with other 
millions more numerous thgn them- 
selves in the old homes beyond the seas. 
Moreover, the withdrawal of nearly 
five and a half millions from compett- 
tion in the labor market in all the 
countries of Western Europe left a 
much better opportunity of earning a 
living for those who remained behind. 
And then again, this wonderful pros- 
perity which has blessed America has 
enabled every American workman and 
workwoman, and their children and 
other dependents, to buy more and bet- 
ter clothes than they could possibly 
afford from the low wages prevailing 
under the Democratic Wilson bill. 
Many of the fabrics which went into 
this wearing apparel of the American 
people were made in foreign lands, and 
the sale of them to us sent back more 
money to help the foreign ene to 
live better. 

We have prosperity ourselves; we 
have enjoyed luxuries before unknown 
to the average people of the country; 
and at the same time waves from this 
overflowing tide of prosperity have 
gone beyand the seas to bless those 
very people for whom Mr. Cockran ap- 
pealed so eloquently. It is always so. 
When the United States is prosperous, 
it is always found that the people of 
Western Europe are doing a little bet- 
ter in proportion. Having more money 
to spend, we buy more luxuries, and 
many of these are from the hands of 
the working people of Europe, and our 
money is divided, to go back and help

ORIGIN OF SEA TERMS. 


Many Languages Called Upon to Sup- 
ply the Mariner’s Vocabulary. 
Some Are Far-Fetched. 


There is hardly a language which 
has not been called upon to provide at 
least one of the curious sea terms 
which are in constant use, and whose 
origin is so obscure, says the Marine 
Journal. 

For instance, the word “admiral” is 
not of English origin, but is from the 
Arabic “emil el bagh,“ or lord of the 
sea. Captain comes from the Latin 
caput, but mate is from Icelandic, and 
means a companion, or equal. Cox- 
swain is a word whose derivation 
would never be guessed. The coxswain 
was originally the man who pulled the 
after oar in the captain's boat, which 
was known as the cockboat. This in 
turn is a corruption of the word coracle 


a small round boat used on the Wye 


and Usk rivers. So coxswain comes to 
us from the Welch. 

Commodore is not so difficult to trace 
to its beginning. It is simply the Ital- 
lan commandatore, meaning ccinman- 
der. No such person as Davy Jones 
ever existed, though we often hear of 
him and his locker. One should speak 
of ' “Duffy Jonah’s locker,” for that 
was the original. Duffy is the West In- 
dian name for spirit or ghost, while 
Jonah refers, of course, to the prophet. 

Another curious case of a term 
gradualiy corrupted out of its original 
form is the dog watch. It was orig- 
inally the “dodge watch,” because it 
lasted only twe hours insead of four, 
and thus makes it ible that the 
same men shall not on duty every 
day during the same hours. 

Then there is the “sheet anchor,” 
‘the name given to the largest anchor 
carried by a vessel. It is really “shote

BV. ROBERT MINTYRE re- 
Nee. to his ccngregation yester-

Selfishness as a form of pride he 
saw was one ot the most contemptible 
of sins. Today we do not call selfish- 
hess lovely, but there is too much of a 
tendency to pass over it lightly. 
The remedy for this is love. Love 
will accomplish everything. This was 
Christ's message. Moses made laws, 
and said this or that is tlegal—it 18 
ageinet the law to be vain-glorious 
and full of pride. Bat @hrist made it 
impossible when His message is heeded, 
Love for man drives out all the base 
motives. 
Christ taught always love for man. 
He . never said to love 30d. 
He quoted and reinforced the Mosaic 
precept to love God, but his original 
utterances were always to love one an- 
other. This is what the parables of 
the Good Samaritan means—real per- 
sonal and individual love for a fellow- 
being. The Samaritan did not appoint 
a committee or call an ambulance when 
He found the man beset by thieves. 
put His own arms around the un- 
unate, and went into His own pock- 
et to see that he was taken care of. 
Rev. Mcintyre said that one of the 
great problems—how to take care of 
society's unfortunates—could be solved 
by this kind of love. It is not a prob- 
lem for the State or for the church.

VALUES OF RARE GEMS. 


Some of the Qualities Which Make 

Precious Stones Worth so Much. 

Emeralds Valuable. 

[Mines and Mining:] The qualities 
for which precious stones are mostly 
prized are luster, transparency, refrac- 
tion and dispersion of light, although, 
of course, scarcity 
the principal factors in determining the 


market prices; for instance, the emer- 


ald today is treble the value it was 
only a few years ago. This is partly 
caused by the greater demand, but 
more on account of the state of war in 
which the country—viz., 
from which they principally Come 


dificult for those engaged in the in- 
dustry to procure them. 

The emerald mines of Colombia, at 
Muzo and Coscuoz, near Bogota, have 
been worked almost continuously since 
1568 and have been the means of sup- 
world with most of the em- 
modern times. There were 
mines in upper Egypt which yielded 
this gem to the nations of antiquity, 
but were lost sight of from the time 
of the Mohammedan conquest until 
quite recently, when some attempts at 
working them were made. 

The emerald mines in the Urals were 
not known until the eighteenth century, 
and though they yielded fairly good 
material for a time their importance is 
not great, as the stones found are not 


of good enough quality to pay the rate | .

by a syndicate, with littie success so 
far as can be learned. 
There are many stones holding the 


| qualities first mentioned in a high de- 


gree, but they are little known because, 
in the first place, they are to be ob- 
tained in larger quantities and the peo- 
ple engaged in the stofie trade can not, 
therefore, make the profits they are 
able to do with the scarcer gems, while 


because of their abundance and pre- 


sumably lesser value they have been 
given to native cutters, who do not un- 
derstand the laws of refraction and re- 
flection, to operate on, with the result 
that they are put on the market and 
eventually mounted in jewelry looking 
like various colored acid drops and en- 
tirely lacking brilliancy and those 
sharply-defined facets which give that 
reflection which is the chief charm and 
makes evident the great difference be- 
tween the real stone and its imitation. 

The last few years have witnessed 
the great strides which the various 
fancy gems have made in the public 
ta vor., notably when used in the neck 
chain. At present these are being 
made up with all manner of colored 
stones, and if the manufacturer gives 
as much attention to the cutting of the 
stones as he does to the making of the 
settings he can produce a really de- 
lightful ornament,

NEW TAXES ON WHISKY SHOPS 
MAKE TRUSTEES HAPPY. 


— — 


Mine Near Yuma Suspends Work 
Owing to Plague of Bees—Arizona 
Charley Makes Big Gun Piay—La- 
bor Scarce at Tucson—Gila Valley 
Railroad Nearing Completion. 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 

PHOENIX (Ariz.) Aug. 18.—Appar- 
ently the city government of Phoenix 
is on the high road to prosperity 
through the raise recently made by the 
City Fathers in saloon Usences. The 
saloons of the city for the quarter be- 
ginning August 1, have paid $6750 tax, 
compared with $1550 of the previous 
quarter. The gambiers have paid in 
$2400 tax, their last quarter’s contri- 
bution having been only $1100. Only 
five drinking places have abandoned 
business on account of the increased 
tax, there being twenty-two still in 
operation. ,A number of gambling 
games, however, have been driven out 
of business. 


BEES DRIVE AWAY MINERS. 
The Red Cross mine in the Mohawk 
Mountains, near Yuma, has been closed 
for a time, the miners being driven 
away by the fierce black bees that find 
their homes in rocky caves. The prop- 
any has been under development by 
rge W. Norton, one of the best- 
known mining men of the Southwest. 
He says that the water holes of the 
desert have dried up, and the bees 
have swarmed to the camp to drink 
from the water barrels. They swarmed 
on the canteens, until the canteens as- 
sumed the shape of enormous balls of 
dees. while upon the water in the 
barreis, there was a cogting at times 
of bees six inches In depth. Wherever 
Water was exposed, bees would reach 
it even spner than the men, and as a 
result miners left the field to the 
little winged pests. Work at the mines 
will be resumed with the first rainfall. 
When this will come, it is hard to tell, 
for the district is the most arid in 
the United States.

LACK OF LABORERS. 
SOUTHWEST'S WORK HALTED. 
TUCSON (Ariz.) Aug. 17.—The de- 
velopment of the Southwest is being re- 
tarded most materially by the lack of 
laborers, both ckilled and unerkilled. 
The situation has not been bettered lo- 
cally by a draft of several hundred 
‘Mexican laborers, taken hence to work 
on the intake of the Imperial canal in 
California. It seems as though Sonora 
has suffered most. There is a lack of 
men for the mines, and it is reported 
that the Greene Consolidated Company 
of Cananea has contracted for 300 Chi- 
nese, who are to be given employment 
on surface work and around the smel- 


ter. 

It is told that both the Southern Pa- 
cific and Santa Fé railroads are so 
short of laborers that projected exten- 
sions are “hung up” indefinitely, while 
a thousand more laborers would be 
equally welcomed by the contractors 
on the government irrigation works. 
RAILWAY NEARING COMPLETION. 
By September 1 the Gila Valley, 
Giobe and Northern Ratiway will have 
completed ite new track between San 
Carios and Fort Thomas, a distance of 
thirty-one miles, where 400 teams and 
men have been at work for several 
months. This force will be transferred 
next month to the new roadbed that 
fs to be built from San Carlos into 
Globe. 

The. new Southern Pacific road from 
Fairbank to Neco, a distance of thirty- 
five miles, has been completely sur- 
veyed, and only the lack of laborers 18 
said to be holding up the construction 
of this link in the new Harriman line 
down the western coast of Mexico.

EVIL’S DEN 
CLEANED OUT. 


OPIUM, AND GAMBLING JOINT 
» RAIDED By POLICE. 
Was Once. Rendezvous of Crooks 
and Criminals of Most Degenerate 
and Dangerous Class—The White 
Slaves for Orient Formerly Kept in 
it—Defiant “Muck Chuck” Caught. 


By the raid of Muck Chuck's gam- 
bling house at No. 413 Apablasa street, 
early yesterday morning, the police 
claim that they have wiped out one of 
the worst resorts of criminals, and dens 
of vice known in Los Angeles.

smoke opium, clever thieves were kept 
for weeks in hiding, and a commerce 
of white slaves for the Orient was also 
once carried on in the dive. 

For months Muck Chuck has defied 
the police. Even when the officers were 
positive that much wanted burglars 
were secluded in the place, the police 
were stalled off until the fugitive could 
escape. It is now learned that the po- 
lice have been informed that. women 
have been held prisoners in the place, 
but the officers could get no conclusive 
proof. 

The police are aware that Muck 
Chuck is interested in nearly every 
gambling house operated by Chinese 
in Los Angeles. He is also interested 
in various lottery schemes, they say, 
and owns two companies, the New 
York and the Los Angeles company. 
More evidence as to the truth of this 
report was gained last night. 


Fourteen inmates of the resort were 


arrested in the early morning raid. 
Fully the same number were allowed 
to go free, as the officers could get no 
complaints against them. About hal 
of those in the place were Chinese, an 
the remainder were whites. 

When the officers were about ready 


to make a dash into the ce, a look 
out gave warning, but afterward 
passed the word back that it was 4 


false alarm, and operations were again 
resumed. 

At the instant the police dashed into 
the den, fantan was being played in 
one room, a Chinese dice game in an- 
other, and a lottery-drawing was also 
in progress, in another room, the tick- 
ets being printed and sold. In little 
bunks at the rear, Chinese and whites 
were smoking opium. 

In the history of the police depart- 
ment, Muck Chuck has played a prom- 
ment role. Always defying the law, 
and always being arrested for con- 
@ucting disorderly, villainous dens of 
vice, this almond-eyed pervert has paid 
into the city treasury, through fines, 
hundreds of dollars; but despite this 
heavy tax, he has emaxsed a fortune. 

Intimations that Muck Chuck was 
operating a bureau, through which 
white women were sold into slavery to 
be sent to the Orient, often reached the 
authorities, but they could never se- 
cure any definite clew. 

About two years ago the Chinaman 
was exposed, and the police then raided 
his place. The white woman they 
found in the resort at the time claimed 
to be his wife, and it is supposed that 
through her white women were lured 
away into slavery. 

Some weeks ago the officers learned 
that Muck Chuck was again operating 
a vicious dive at No. 413 North Los 
Angeles street. place was also 
raided then, but the Chinese had been 
warned, and most of the goods was 
removed to the Apablasa-stre®% dive. 
Officers in plain clothes were put in 
the place and began to collect evi- 
dence. Patrolman Austerlah was one 
of the men detailed to secure the evi- 
dence. He was discovered shortly be- 
fore midnight, and huried out of the 
room bodily. Then the police raided 
the place and the ng were caught 
like rats in a trap. In the raid, the po- 
fee secured gambling devices of almost 
every kind, also a lottery-printing es- 
tablishment, and a large opium outfit. 


MARINE NOISE-MAKERS. 


Whistles, Tin Horns and Other Con- 
trivances Used by Wanderers of 
the Seven Seas. 


[Chicago Chronicie:] Tin horns such 
an venders bring out by the wagon- 
joad in the city’s streets on election 
night are stock articles of sale the 
year around in the stores of dealers 
in marine supplies. On every boat 
bigger than a rowboat a noisemaker 
of some sort is as necessary an item 
of equipment as the anchor, to give 
warning of the vessel's presence or 
approach. 

Thousands of tin horns of various 
sizes are annually sold to fishermen, 
oystermen and men using boats in 
many waters, in various pursuits, and 
such horns are sold as well for boats 
used for pleasure. A big horn of this 
kind. might be heard a mile. 

For larger vessels, such as schoon- 
ers sailing in open waters and not 

equipped with power with which to 
blow whistles, there are provided me- 
chanical fog horns that can be operat- 
ed by hand and that can be heard 
three or four miles away. 

With the multiplication everywhere, 
within recent years, of pleasure craft 
there have been introduced still other 
sorts of noisemakers. One of these 18 
a bellows horn with the horn attached 
to the tor board of a trimly finished 
bellows of oblong shape, to the top 
beard of which also is attached a han- 
die. This bellows horn can be put 
down anywhere and operated simply 


i by pressure. Though not as big as 


the mechanical fog horn. It can be 
for a considerable distance. 
Still another modern noisemaker is 


head an alr-blown whistle with a light con- 


trivance attached. When the whistle 
cord is pulled the light shows as the 
whistle biows. Obviously, the light at- 
tuchment is for use at night to locate 
the boat from which the whistle is 
blowing.
